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Claims 1 to 17 are pending. 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in the parent Application. It is 
noted that in the section of the declaration concerning foreign priority, there is a 
box named "Priority Not Claimed" and in the box is written "Yes". Taken literally, 
this would read as "yes, priority is not being claimed". The intent clearly appears to 
be to claim priority, however it is suggested that the box in question be relabeled 
as "Priority Claimed" and then a "Yes" would be appropriate in the box, or if the 
present label "Priority Not Claimed" is to be retained the box should be left empty if 
priority is being claimed.This application is in condition for allowance except for the 
following formal matters: 

A. ..The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the presence of 
legal phraseology, specifically "said" in line 3. A replacement term would, for 
example, such ~. 

B. ..The original drawings, especially sheets 3 to 12, are in poor shape with a 
large number of copy marks and are very dark. These problems very well may be 
due to scanning problems at the PTO, as a result the Examiner is not requiring new 
drawings but is advising applicant of the problem in case he would chose to file 
replacements sheets in hopes of improving the quality of the drawings. 

C. The preliminary amendment filed 8-6-2003 adding the Related Application 
section is non-compliant with the revised amendment practice effective 7-30-2003 
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(37 CFR 1.121) in that a paragraph or section added to the specification should be 
added without underlining. 

D.. .Claims 1-5 and 13-17 are objected to because in line 6, "said first 
surface" should be replaced with "said first raised portion of said first contour" such 
as was done in claim 1 of the parent application. Also, at claim 13 - line 6, "first 
surface" should be — first bonding surface
